Believed Satisfactory Settlement 


of Dispute Can Be Reached 
Soon.

Washington, D.C... Sept. 3.—In 
official and diplomatit circles it 2s 
understood that the terms of the 
modus vivendi in the Newfoundland 
fisheries 
within the next few days. The 
negotiations. which have, been carried 


on under Ambassador Reid’s auspices 


at London, have resulted in an agree- 
ment for the modus vivendi, new in 
principal, and the details are being 
arranged in accordance with 
agreement, The old modus vivendi 
expired July 1, and New England 
fishermen have been anxious to 6&e- 
cure a satisfactory settlement, of the 
question before the opening of 
new fishing season, Negotiations 
have reached the point where it is 
believed a satisfactory settlement of 
the whole question is certain, In ad- 
vance of the actual signing of the 
proposed modus vivendi e state 
department has advised the Glouces- 
ter fishermen that they may now \o 
to the fishing banks of Nefoundland 
and fish in the tteaty waters. After 
the signing of the modus vivendi, the 
whole question will be referred to 
The Hague arbitration tribunal, The 
new modus vivendi will serve until 
the decision of the arbitrators ‘s 
given. 

In order to be thoroughly well pre- 
pared for the clear and complete pre- 
sentation of America’s side of the 
controversy to the tribunal, condi- 
tions during the present fishing sea- 
son will be watched carefully by 
American officials, The special re- 
presentative of the state department 
in Newfoundland waters will be A. B. 
Alexander, of this city, assistant c...e! 
of the bureau of fisheries. Mr. Alex- 
ander left Washington several weeks 
ago, and is now at the New England 
fishing centre of Glocester, Mass. 
Within a few days he will proceed 
from Gloucester on board the revenue 
cutter Gresham, whieh will take him 
to the treaty waters in which Ameri. 
can fishermen are to operate under 
the agreement. Mr, Alexander will 
serve in an advisory capacity to both 
the state department and the bureau 
of fisheries, This will be his tmird 
successive year on this mission. Such 
an official can personally settle @ 
number of questions involving the 
rights and-interests of the fishermen, 
He will not have plenary power. 
however, a8 questions of a difficult 
nature will be referred by him to the 
state department. at Washington for 
consideration. Mr. Alexander will 
remain cn the fishing banks until tha 
water freezes this winter. While 
there he will study the situation and 
later will make a detailed report.

A MYSTERIOUS 
CASE AT NANTON 


Man Shot While Lying in Bed. 
Removed to Calgary 
Hospital. 


Calgary, Sept. 3.—As the result of 
a murderous attack there lies in the 
General Hospital of Calgary a ranch- 
er by the name of Owen Fetterman, 
whose homestead is located thirty 
miles east of Nanton, uear the Little 
Bow. It was at his home the mysteri- 
ous attack was made. 

Detective Piper of the Macleod de- 
tachment of the Mounted Police, in- 
vestigated the affair on receiving word 
of the crime on Tuesday last, and 
taking Dr. Keen of Nanton with him, 
he drove out to the unfortunate man’s 
home. 

Dr. Keen found the man conscious. 
but suffering from a peculiar gun- 
wound in the head. He decided that 
it would require an operation. “and 
he had the man brought to the Ca!- 
gary General hospital. 

The story of the crime is a peculiar 
one. Mrs, Fetterman, the victim's 
wife, states that on Monday morning 
the dog, a Collie, came to the bed 
upon which she was lying wth her 
husband, and told in ‘‘doggie’” lan- 
guage that it wanted to get out. She 
immediately got up to light the lamp, 
but before she reached the bureau a 
shot rang out. She called te her hus- 
band, but got no reply. She then 
lighted the lamp and found him 
bleeding severely from a gun wound 
in the head. 

She ran for half a mile to secure 
help from neighbors, who sent for Dr 
Keen. The man was then removed to 
Calgary, and at present he is under 
the care of Dr. Pierce. 

The wound is a very peculiar one 
The ball struck the right side of the 
head, glanced around the skull. and 
entered the head behind the left ear 
The hospital authorities stcte that the 
man will probably. recover.

On the Horse Shoe Between Caledon and Cardwell Junction. Train Going 
Down Steep Hill Became Unmanageable and Jumped Track. 
Two Coaches Were Ditched. Many Miraculous 


Toronto, Sept. 3.—Death came sud- 
denly and under terrible — cireum- 
stances yesterday to seven passenger:

The accident was caused by the 
ditching of the train through some as 
yet unexplained cause, and the tele- 
seoping of the cars. The train con- 
sisted of five coaches, and left Mark- 
dale crowded with passengers, It was 
scheduled to arrive in Torento at

well Junction, and is known as the 
“Horse Shoe.”” Just before approach- 
jag the “Horse Shoe” the train ecom- 
ing cast begins the deseent of the 
mountain, where there is a very steep 
grade. The steel on the ‘Horse Shoe’ 
is the heaviest that can be obtained 
as the place is known as a’ bad spot, 
There are no deep ditches there, being 
mostly cuts and banks. It is suppos- 
ed the engineer lost control coming 
down the grade of the mountain, and 
that in plunging round the “Horse 
Shoe,” the tin was ditched. 

The accident is a terrible one, as 
owing to the locality, the cars were 
piled upon each other. One report 
that reached Toronto, was that the 
Owen Sound steamboat express had 
been wrecked, and there were many 
inquiries at the newspaper _ offices. 
General Superintendent O’Burne with 
a staff of physicians left on the relief 
train for the seene of the wreck. The 
news oi the aecident reached the city 
shortly after it oceurred, but for some 
time no information as to the num- 
ber of dead and injured could be got, 
The wires were down, and the street 
rumor placed the dead as high as 
twenty. 

Excitement Among Friends. 

There was great exciternent among 
these who expected friends on incom- 
ing C. P, R. trains, and to relieve the 
tension the Superintendent’s staff se- 
eured a list of indentified dead and 
injured at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. A relief train, consisting of an 
engine and three cars, together with 
the wrecking apparatus, left. Toronte 
Junetion and brought in the injured, 
Drs. Beattie and Glendening accom- 
panied the train, taking with them

Stettler Family Has Practically 
Completed Its Invention and 
Will Show it Soon.

Aero- 
nauts of many nationalities have ‘for 
years been experimenting upon var- 
ious kinds of air craft, and each has 
learned lessons from the others’ fail- 
ures and mistakes. 

Within a few miles of Stettler lives 
a family by the name of Underwood, 
who are of an inventive turn of mind. 
Mr. Underwood, sr., was the inven- 
tor of the first rotary plow in use in

the world. He invented this imple- 
ment some thirty years sinee, and 
later sold the patent to the John 
Deeve company, who have it upon 
the market, It has many advant- 
ages over other plows, and six horses 
can handle with ease this ten dise 


implement, which plows a strip five 
feet wide, {n addition to this, he and 
his three sons have invented a num- 
ber of other articles, some of which 
have been stolen from them by un- 
principled men. For the last ten or 
fifteen years the three sons, viz.,John 
B., Elmer A., and George T. Under- 
wood, have devoted a great portion 
of their time to the perfecting of an 
airship, Having heard so much cf 
Alberta’s sunny climate and knowing 
that the population were chiefly farm- 
ers who would be more likely to ridi- 
cule than pry into their invention, 
they moved here from the United 
States last year anu have been hard 
at work upon their invention in a 
thick clump of trees near the farm 
house. The writer who visited the 
scene of operations last week, was 
not a little surprised at.the amount 
of work expended upon the inven.

“DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER” 


This trio of words has become from 
prolonges d discussion to be very famal- 
iar to British readers. It has passed 
into vogue as a joke and out again, 
and at last persistence has won the 
day. 

The British Parliament has recent- 
ly made it legal for a man to marry 
the sister of his deceased wife—if he 
so choose and prefers keeping the old 
mother-in-law to finding a new one. 

Last year an act was passed by the 
British Parliament recognizing the 
marriage of a map with his deceased 
wile’s sister made in Canada or any 
other British possession that has re- 
moved the prohibition. Before this 
measure became law the children of 
such unions, while under no disabili- 
ties in the colonies, were considere 
illegitimate in England, Its pe 
made the path smooth for the ae’ 
which has just been placed on the 
statute books. 

* a 

This troubled question dates back 
to the reign of Henry VIII. a man of 
many and doubtful marital experi- 
ences. The act as passed to suit 
Henry’s whim was that the union of a 
man with the sister of a deveased 
wife might be invalidated. In 1835 
the law wae again brought up and 
made stricter though, with the inten. 
tion, it is said, of repealing it in the 
following ‘year, 

In 1841 Lord Thorneliffe endeavored 
to have the Lords repeal the act, and 
the next year the Commons defeated a 
similar bill by 4 narrow margin, In 
1847 a Royal Commission was ap- 
pointed to examine the marriage laws, 
and the result was another bill, in- 
troduced in the Commons in 1849 by 
Mr. Stuart Wortley. The bill passed 
its second reading, but did not reach 
its final stages, Next year it was 
passed. In 181 Lord St, Germans 
introduced the bill in the Lords, but

Tax Rate’ By-Law Providing for 
Addition of § Pet Cent. on Arre 
partment Will Be Made By Co 


for Debentures—The Routine. 


The by-law fixing the rate of taxa- 


tion for the current year at 184 
mille was formally passed at the re- 
lar meeting of the city council 


iesday night, The members of the 
council weré all present with the ex. 
ception of Alderman Smith, who is 
still on his protracted honeymoon 


ee 
e rate of 13%; mille ie made up 
as follows: 

For $63,764.93 required for sinking 
fond and interest on debentures—2% 
mills. F 

For $175.162.25 required for current 
expenditures—8 mills, 

For &ehool purposes—2 5-6 mills. 

A special rate of 1 mill will be 
levied on all property served by or 
within. 300 feet of water mains, 

An aliiost interminable discussion 
centred on the clause in this by-law 
providing for a discount of 10 per 
cent, to ratepayers who paid their 
taxes before November 30, In _ pre- 
vious yeurs this discount has been 
Made for prompt payment, but if 
Alderman Picard can-eatry the coun- 
ceil with him the system will be 
-abolished. There is another clause 
fissociated with this requiring rate- 
payers who fail to meet their taxes 
within a month after November 30 to 
pay an additional sum of 5 per cent. 
. The objection raised by Alderman 
Picard was in effect that the  rate- 
payer who failed to take advantage of 
the discount was compelled to pay an 
addition of 15 per cent. This he 
considered a pronounced injustice 
He figured it out ..18 way. A certain 
amount of money had to be raised by 
taxes. To permit of a 10 per cent, 
discount it was neceasapy that an 
estimate of the amount. of money 
which would be paid during the period 
in which the discount was obtainable 
had to be made, as well as an esti- 
mate of the amount which would 
ot come under the discount clause. 
No matter what discount was given, 
the same amount of money had to be 
raised by taxes, and consequently to 
provide for the discount it was neces- 
sary to add a certain amount to the 
actual taxes of the ratepayer. This 
might be as broad as it was long for 
the ratepayer who availed himself of 
the discount, but for the ratepayer 
who failed to take the discount it re- 
sulted in his being compelled to pay 
the 10 per cent., which, as had been 
shown, was, as a matter of fact, 10 
per cent. over his actual taxes, as well 
as another 5 per cent, if the taxes 
were not paid within a month after 
the due date, and the date up to 
which the discount was allowable. 

* With the exception of Alderman

bridge disaster is the telegram in which 
Theodore Cooper, of New York, who is 
consulting engineer of the bridge com- 
pany, announced that he had previously 
sent a telegram ordering the workmen off 
the bridge. Last night Hon. 8. N. Par- 
ent,» president of the Bridge Co. made 
to the effect that no such 
telegram had been received and that Mr, 
Cooper had never sent such a message, 

Telegram Sent To Hoadquarters. 

In this Mr. Parent was in error. As 


a matter of fact Mr. Cooper did send 
this telegrain, but it was «sent to the 
chief of the Phoenix Co., at Phoenix. 
ville, Pa., and not to the eagineer in 
charge at the bridge as it was taken for 
granted it had been. The telegram wos 
sent on Thursday and read practically: 

“Do not place any more load on Que- 
bee bridge at present, Better look into 
it at once.” 

This message reached Phoenixville on 
Thursday afternoon, the day of the tra- 
gedy. John 8, Deans, the Company's 
chief engineer, was out and the tele- 
gram remained on his desk until five 
e’clock when he returned.

Cooper's telegram did not appear to call 
for instant action and that anyway it 
was too late to order the men off the 
bridge, for it would have been impossible 
owing to the delay due to the telegra- 
phers’ strike to get a message to Quebec 
before the men had quit for the day.

Montreal, Sept, 3—Mr. O. W. Wine 
ter, General Superintendent of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, states that the 
system will be in a position to carry 
part of the western wheat crop thie fall 
over one of the completed sections of the 
line. Hopes were entertained that the 
wheat might be moved all the way from 
Saskatoon to Winnipeg, but Mr. Winter 
declares that this will be impracticable 
but wheat wil | be accepted for shipment 
west of Portage la Prairie as far as the 
track-laying is completed, Grain accept- 
ed by the G. I. PB. will be carried te Por- 
tage la Prairie, and there transferred to 
the Canadian Pacific or Canadian Nor- 
thern as the case may be, and thence 
transferred to the Lake Superior ports.

The line from Stettler to 
Daysland will be the next to be fin- 
ished, after which the gangs o&work- 
men will be transferred to the Kd- 
monton-Lloydminster —_ line Then 
there will be five gangs on this line.

A rural line from Vegreville north 
is also to be constructed this fall, 
which will be of the greatest conveni- 
enco to the farmers of the Vermilion 
valley. 

Work is in progress at Fort Sas- 
katchewan standardizing the equip- 
ment putting in a metallic circuit. 

When the present season’s program 
is completed, the public works de- 
partment of Alberta will have built 
in the neighborhood of 150 miles more 
long distance telephones lines than has 
been erected in this province by the 
Bell Telephone Company it tie past 
ten years,
